The Connecticut Westeni Railroad started in 1897 to put in a 
Mne through Tariffville, Conn, to Feeding Hills, with plans to cross 
the Boston Albany tracks in West Springfield and continue on to 
Nf ihampton. Work progressed slowly with a pick-and-sliovel ci*ew 
a nuiribt^r of mules, so that it was three or four years later 
v.v:t u uGristruciion actually reached Feeding Hills, Theie was a 
hc>r|e to be built south of Feeding Hills Center, grading, ties 
to lay and the trestle to be built across Agawam River. 

A ft^w of tlie engineers found temporary board and room in 
r riling Hills homes, (us in the Clarence Gianger home), but most 
of »':ie vn- oeiv built huts for themselves in what is now Robinson 
Tr'.rk, where they did their ovm cooking and no doubt used the river 
f :r r.rfjbng and laundry. Mr. Heiuy Aschenbach of West Spring- 
fi'df remembers seeing the huts one day when he was a small boy 
rode in the buggy with his father down to watch constiniction

ATTENTION: 

To all those nearing their 65th 
birthday, now is the time to think 
about enrolling for Medicare.

The first bill, H.2235, would al¬ 
low the Attorney General, when 
seeking a court injunction to cur¬ 
tail illegal activities under c. 
93A, to request that the court 
award damages to an aggrieved 
consumer. 

The second bill, S.211, would 
allow the defrauded consumer, on 
his owTi, or in conjunction with 
other complainants, to bring civil 
action in superior court for triple 
damages or ?5{X) whichever sun^ 
is larger. If the consumer suc¬ 
ceeds in establishing fraud and 
can prove loss, the court can as¬ 
sess attorney s_ fees and. couit 
<!:osts as pan of the damages. 

The weapons we have now to 
protect consumers ^able us to 
prevent fui'tlier victimization -of 
consumers by an unscupulous op¬ 
erator, but the laws provide little 
redress for the immolate victim. 
If these bills are passed, the con¬ 
sumer who has been victimized 
would have a better opportunity 
to recover tb.e losses be has in¬ 
curred than he does at present 
For Consumer problems write:

Massachusetts now provides 
more proeetjon to its consumers 
and wage earners than any other 
state in the nation. 

Bay Staters borrowing money 
and buying on credit are protect¬ 
ed against high or hidden inter¬ 
est charges and assured full dis¬ 
closure of all costs by the Retail 
Installment Sales and Truth-in- 
Lending Laws. And, broad and 
comprehensive protection ' against 
a wide variety of deceptive trade 
practices is provided oy the so- 
called “Baby Federal Ti*ade Com¬ 
mission Act” which became ef¬ 
fective last spring. This law gives 
the Attorney General the power 
to promulgate and enforce at the 
state level jules and regulations 
consistant with FTC and federal 
court rulings at the national 
leveL 

Tliese laws are good. They can 
be better. 

• One way in which they can be 
strengthened is by allowing con¬ 
sumers who have suffered finan¬ 
cial losses as a result of unfair 
trade practices to recover their 
losses. 

At the present time, the Atty. 
General is not empowered, ex¬ 
cept upon receipt of an assurance 
of discontinuance from the of¬ 
fending party, to seek damages 
for a defrauded consumer. My 
office . has been quite successful 
in securing restitution through 
cooperation with offending par¬ 
ties. It couhl do even more if 
the consumer’s legal right to 
damages were assured. 

Fuithermovo, the agrieved con¬ 
sumer often has no satisfactory 
private remedy readily at hand. 
This is because many attorneys 
are reluctant to take cases where 
the burden of establishing fraud 
is heavy and the likelihood of 
recovering damages low.

A nevr policy on dental care 
recently adopted by the Veterans 
Administration will extend treat¬ 
ment to Viet-^Nani era veterans 
on a more liberal basis. 

VA provides treatment for 
dental conditions that originated 
or were aggravated during mili¬ 
tary service if veterans apply 
during the first year after re¬ 
lease from service. 

Until recently, all ex-service¬ 
men had to support their re¬ 
quests by military records. 

Under VA^s new .policy, dental 
ti’eatanent may l>e provided with¬ 
out supporting military records 


if it is determined professionally 
— during the first eight months 
after redease from service — 
that the condition is service-con¬ 
nected. 

The veteran must make his ap¬ 
plication within the first six 

months after release from serv¬ 
ice and he must have served on 
active duty six months or more 
to qualify for the new benefit, 

VA expects the new policy will 
extend dental care to veterans 
w’ho developed conditions during 
military service that were not 
entered in their records.

Q. Why are the social security i 
taxes raised from time to time? 

A. Social lirccurity taxes are 
raised from lime to time to fi¬ 
nance increased benefit amounts 
and other improvements in the 
program. Naturally, when bene¬ 
fits increase and new types of 
benefits arc added, costs increase 


and socia security taxes must be 
raieds accordingly. 

Q. I am receiving my social 
security retirement-benefit while 
working part-time. My employer 
deducts social security tax from 
my pay. Tm over 65—do I still 
have to pay the tax? 

A. Yes, your employer is cor¬ 



rect in withholding-the tax front 
your earnings.' aljo shai-ea 
this responsibility by paying an 
amount equal to your social sec¬ 
urity taxes. As long as'you work 
you continue to pay social secur¬ 
ity tiix, rcgaixlless of your age 
or benefit status. 

Q. Whore does the money come 
from to pay for all of the differ¬ 
ent tvpcs of social security bene¬ 
fits? ’ 

A. During working years, em¬ 
ployees, their employers, and self- 
employed people contribute to 
special social security trust funds. 
Money is then available so that 
cash benefits can be paid from 
these funds to replace part of the 
earnings an individual or a fam¬ 
ily loses when the worker re¬ 
tires, becomes disabled, or dies. 

Q, I am receiving social secur¬ 
ity benefits and started working 
again iu March 1967. At that 
time, I estimated my earnings 
would be approximately $2400. 
31 y health is not so good now 
and I’ve had to cut down on my 
work. I probably earned only 
$2000 in 1967. What should I do? 

A. As soon as you receive the 
W-2 statement from your em¬ 
ployer showing your total earn¬ 
ings for the year, you should file 
an annual report of earnings with 
your social security office. It is 
very important that you do this 
as soon as possible. You should 
be due .some additional checks 
since you did not earn as much 
as you previously estimated. The ! 
report should be filed by April 16 
each year. 

Q. I am woi'king and paying 
social security on the maximum 
amount taxable. My husband also 
works and pays social security on 
the maximum amount. 1 have 
been told that when I file I will 
receive benefits on my husband’s 
account. Is this true? 

A. No. If the amount that you 
would receive on your own ac¬ 
count is equal to or gi*eater tlian 
the amount you would be entitled 
on your husoand's account, you 
would only receive benefits on 
your own account. Otherwise, you 
would be I'eceiving an amount 
greater than you are permitted to 
receive under present law^s. 

Q. I have been out of work for 
one month because of a heart 
condition. 3Iy doctor told me that 
I probably won’t be able to re¬ 
turn to work again. When should 
1 file my application for disability 
benefits? 

A. Immediately. The people in 
your local Social Security office 
will be glad to help you fill out 
the forms. Although, it is easy 
to file the application, processing 
of your case will take time. 
Therefore, it's very, important 
that you file your claim as soon 
as possible. If you do, you -will 
be sure of getting your first 
check on time, 

Q. I am a disabled widower 
who has stepchildren. I am 
thinking of remarrying. WTll this 
stop the benefits of the children 
now under my care? 

A. No. The children ■will still 
get benefits.
